The  Carolina*  Take  the  Lead— From  Half 
a  .Million  Down. 

John  W  Cromwell,  a  uegro  journalist  in 
Philadelphia,  has  compiled  an  exhibit  of  the 
business  condition  of  his  race  in  America. 

The  Carolina*  take  the  lead  in  the  iuuul>er 
of  well-to-do  negroes.  North  Carolina  has 
twenty  who  are  worth  from  $lo,uuu  to  $:iu,- 
U00  each.  In  South  Carol. na  th  -  negro*  own 
$10,000,000  worth  of  property  lu  Charles¬ 
ton  fourteen  men  represent  $310,000.  Thomas 
K.  Smalls  is  worth  *L\0UU,  and  Charles  C. 
Leslie  is  worth  $12,000.  The*  family  of 
Noisettes,  truck  farmers,  are  worth  $150,000. 
In  the  city  saving*  banks  the  negroes  have 
$124,K>>.io  on  deposit.  One  man  has  over 
$5,000.  He  recently  bought  a  $10,000  planta¬ 
tion  and  laid  $7,0UU  in  cash. 

In  Philadelphia,  John  McKee  is  worth 
$500,000  He  owns  400  houses.  Several  are 
worth  <lU),uiieach. 

The  negroes.  <»f  New  York  own  $5,000,000  to 
$».’>, tOU.UUO  worth  of  real  estate.  P.  A.  White, 
a  wholesale  druggist,  r*  worth  $250,000.  and 
has  an  annual  business  of  $200,000.  Catherine 
Black  is  wui  th  $150,000. 

lu  New  Jersey  tho  negroes  own  $2,000,000 
worth  of  real  estate.  Baltimore  has  more 
negro  homo  owners  than  any  other  large 
city.  Nineteen  men  are  worth  a  total  of 
$N<*».00O  John  Thomaa,  the  wealthiest,  is 
worth  about  $150,000.  Less  than  100  negroes 
in  Washington  are  worth  a  total  of  $1.1)00.000.

Chicago,  the  home  of  18,000 
colored  people,  has  three  colored  firms  in 
business  who***  proprietors  represent  $20,000 
a  b,  one  $15,n0U,  and  nine  $10,000.  The 
East  lake  Furniture  company  is  worth  $20,000. 
A.  J  . Scott  ha*  $25,000  invested  in  the  livery 
business  and  is  worth  $100,000,  including  a 
well  stocked  farm  in  Mi-  hig&n.  Mrs.  #  John 
Jones  ami  Richard  Grout  are  worth  $70,000 
each.  A.  G.  White,  of  St.  Louis,  formerly 
purveyor  to  the  Anchor  line  of  steamers, 
after  financial  revers»*s,  has,  since  the  age  of 
45,  retrieved  his  fortunes  and  accumulated 
$30,000.  Mrs.  M  Carpenter,  a  San  Francisco 
colored  woman,  has  a  hank  account  of  $.50,000, 
and  Mrs.  Mary  Pleasants  has  an  income  from 
eight  houses  in  San  Francisco,  a  ranch  near 
San  Mateo,  and  $100,000  in  government 
bonds.

It  will  be  much  less 
exposed  to  injury  from  atmospheric  in¬ 
fluence*  than  iron.

great  that  experiments  are  beutg  j«t 
now  earned  out  at  the  Stomens  glam 
foundry  at  Dresden  with  the  pur p we  of 
ascertaining  whether  the  material  could 
be  employed  for  rads  on  railway*.—
